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...  will  be  remembered  for  some  time  to  come,  but  not 
merely  for  these  activities  which  were  school  related.  Rather, 
we  shail  someday  look  back  upon  and  recall  those  things 
which  surrounded  us  then.  Those  often  mysterious  things 
which  seemed  to  grab  hold  in  a  tightly-clenched  fist,  strangl- 
ing us  into  a  near  oblivion.  Those  things  which  caused  so  much 
pain,  yet  may  someday  be  referred  to  as  the  "good  old  days." 

But  for  now,  in  the  spring  of  1974,  only  the  bitter  events 
are  brought  to  mind.  The  bitter  visions  of  the  Yom  Kippur 
war  in  the  Middle  East,  between  Russian-supplied  Egypt  and 
former-champion  Israel,  comes  easily  to  mind.  It  was  a  war 
which  soon  plunged  the  entire  world  into  a  coldly-black 
energy  shortage. 

Chile  and  Greece  burned  with  revolutionary  torches,  ad- 
ding a  bitter  after-taste  to  a  supposed  world  peace  and 
preparing  the  stage  for  further  uprisings  to  follow. 

Yes,  there  were  many  terrible  moments  for  the  world  in 
1973-1974. 

For  the  United  States  in  particular  there  were  more 
hardships,  of  a  different  variety  altogether.  The  infamous 
Watergate  Scandal  haunted  the  minds  of  all  Americans, 
bringing  views  of  a  corrupted  administration  and  endless 
national  crises.  We  saw  the  fall  of  Vice  President  Spiro 
Agnew,  replaced  months  later  by  Gerald  Ford,  while  Chief 
Executive  Richard  Nixon  tottered  on  the  edge  of  a  bottomless 
pit  of  insecurity  and  un-integrity.  Around  all  roamed  such 
mysterious  entities  as  Haldeman,  Ehrlichman,  Mitchell, 
Hunt,  Colson,  LaRue,  Dean;  the  list  could  go  on  and  on,  with 
no  end  in  sight  to  the  seeming  injustices. 

We  suffered  our  blackouts,  our  gasoline  shortages,  and 
our  runaway  inflationary  trends,  yet  we  somehow  managed  to 
live  through  it  all.  Perhaps  it  was  that  strange  Christmas 
visitor  from  outer  space,  the  comet  Kohoutek,  which  saved  us 
all  from  ruin  in  some  unknown  manner. 

More  probably,  though,  was  the  simple  fact  that 
Americans  have  learned  to  band  together  in  the  ethics  of 
•work. 


Work  encompasses  a  wide  scope  -  companionship,  in- 
volvement, or  the  often  eluded-to  pursuit  of  happiness.  People 
in  the  United  States  shared  these  traits  in  the  year  just  past. 
Whether  it  was  for  the  impeachment  of  a  President  or  a 
nation-wide  truck  stoppage,  people  did  work  together  towards 
their  desired  goals. 

Here  at  Harbor  Creek  the  movements  weren't  nearly  as 
severe,  though  nevertheless  the  work  ethic  showed  itself.  A 
Homecoming  float,  a  Christmas  program,  or  any  of  a  number 
of  school-related  activities,  revealed  the  working  capabilities 
of  the  student  from  Harbor  Creek  High  School. 

The  experiences  throughout  this  year  have  proven  very 
rewarding  to  a  great  number  of  people;  people  who  shall  con- 
tinue to  do  their  share  of  the,  work. 
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Yes,  Work  At  Harbor  Creek  Can

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.  .  .  But  There'll  Always  Be 
Time  For  Rest  And  Relaxation. 
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Twelve  years  is  a  long  time.  But  for 
Harbor  Creek's  seniors,  it  has  been  twelve 
years  of  memories,  good  and  bad;  of 
events,  joyous  and  sad;  but  mostly  of  work. 
Whether  a  senior  play,  class  dance,  or  any 
related  activity,  seniors  have  found  time 
passes  faster  when  coupled  with  work;  and 
when  all  is  done,  the  results  are 
worthwhile.

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Erie  County  Vo-Tech 


The  Erie  County  Tech  School  is  set  up  on  the  basis  of 
the  student  in  his  or  her  senior  year  going  out  on  a  co-op 
job. 

How  does  co-op  at  tech  work? 

Simply  beautiful.  Only  a  senior  can  get  the  right  to 
be  eligible.  He  has  to  work  up  to  it  in  both  schools;  his 
home  school  and  the  tech  school,  by  keeping  up  the 
grades,  work  and  spirit.  Once  a  senior,  the  instructor 
qualifies  the  student  by  skill  competencies,  interest,  safe- 
ty practices,  work  habits,  responsibility,  and  attitude. 
Then  the  student  is  available  to  work  either  full  time  or 
part-time  work  shifts,  on  a  two-week  agreement.  While  on 
the  job  they  go  further  into  the  field  of  their  choice,  and 
get  paid  while  in  school. 

Just  like  anything  else  the  co-op  program  needs  super- 
visors, counseling,  and  home  school  cooperation  so  that  it 
can  stay  on  its  feet. 

The  Vo-Tech  six  hour  daily  training  schedule  at  the 
school — two  weeks  at  a  time — provides  full  opportunity 
for  theory  instruction  as  well  as  heavy  emphasis  upon 
hands-on  training  and  easily  leads  the  student  to  the 
eight  hour  standard  work  shift. 

The  best  proof  of  the  program  working  is  that  87%  of 
Erie  County  Vo-Tech  seniors  have  full  time  employment 
by  the  time  graduation  comes  around  in  June.

The  Harbor  Creek  Occupational  Education 
program  (in  its  eighth  year)  works  on  the  principle  of 
having  each  student  spend  a  week  at  school  and  then 
a  week  working  at  an  area  job.  Each  student  is  given 
four  different  opportunities  during  the  two  years  of 
the  Senior  High  program.  This  enables  the  student 
to  learn  through  experience  the  skills  and  attitudes 
that  will  be  required  of  him  in  the  world  of  work. 
Employers  who  participate  do  so  voluntarily,  and 
their  help  is  invaluable  in  achieving  the  goals  of  the 
program.

At  the  beginning  of  the  1973-1974  school  year  the 
Harborian  Staff  decided  to  select  "work"  as  the  theme  for 
this  year's  book.  Perhaps  there  was  a  touch  of  the  clair- 
voyant to  it  all,  for  this  topic  soon  presented  itself  to  the 
Administration  and  Faculty  of  Harbor  Creek  High 
School.  It  all  began  on  September  5th,  with  students 
arriving  from  their  summer  vacations.  This  day  also 
marked  the  opening  of  a  new  addition  to  the  school.  Much 
work  had  been  spent  organizing  this  massive  move,  yet 
within  days  it  was  evident  that  this  work  was  far  from 
complete.  Within  two  weeks  a  new  schedule  was  put  into 
effect,  involving  changes  for  the  eighteen-hundred-plus 
students  at  the  high  school.  The  result,  after  a  tremen- 
dous amount  of  work  on  the  part  of  the  counselors, 
department  heads,  and  all  throughout  the  school  concern- 
ed enough  to  help,  was  a  very  satisfactory  system.  It  is  a 
system  which  now  contains  English  mini-courses,  newly 
developed  photography  classes,  a  community  pool  ser- 
vice, and  many  more  renovations  and  ideas. 

Later  in  the  year  more  problems  occurred.  As  of 


January  6,  1974,  the  United  States  converted  to  year- 
round  daylight-savings-time.  School  Board  officials  and 
Administration  Personnel  worked  long  and  hard  on  the 
dilemma,  finally  surfacing  with  a  plan  which  completely 
re-vamped  the  Township  School  System.  In  a  move  which 
pleased  some  and  angered  others  it  was  decided  to  start 
the  High  School  at  an  earlier  time  than  the  Elementary 
schools.  Because  of  this  schedules  were  once  more  re- 
arranged, with  no  sacrifices  being  made  within  either  the 
courses  or  the  curriculum. 

There  were  problems  throughout  the  entire  year, 
varied  and  numerous  as  they  always  are.  Yet  these  hard- 
working individuals,  gathered  from  every  corner  of  school 
life,  combined  their  numerous  assets  and  talents  towards 
achieving  workable  solutions.  It  is  often  forgotten,  in  day- 
to-day  life  at  Harbor  Creek,  that  these  things  do  arise. 
Perhaps  we  should  remember  these  emergencies,  so  that 
we  will  think  of  the  people  who  solved  them.  They  deserve 
a  great  deal  of  credit  and  recognition  from  the  entire  com- 
munity.
